His attention was directed to entries 
in the books showing that March 20, 
1901, two days following the adjourn- 
ment of the General Assembly, Farris 
deposited the sum of $4624. 

Gibson acknowledged the entry was in 
his handwriting, but he had no remem- 
brance of the transaction itself. 

There was a clash at this point be- 
tween the Attorney-General and Mr. 
Jourdan, the controversy reaching a 
climax when Mr. Hadley, to refresh the 
witness’ memory, asked: 

“Are the entries on the book in any 
other handwriting than your own?” 

“That question is absolutely unfair,” 
interrupted Jourdan hotly. 

Persistent interrogation failed to elicit 
from Gibson answers satisfactory to the 
Attorney-General, and finally Mr. Had- 
ley asked: 

“Are you a personal friend of the de- 
fendant?’’ 

Attorney Jourdan jumped to his feet, 
trembling with anger. 

“Don’t answer that question!’ 
Jourdan, addressing tlhe witness. 

Then turning to Judge Davis, Jourdan 
said: 

“Your honor, I challenge the sincerity 
of the prosecution. I ask you to ad- 
monish counsel for asking such ques- 
tions in the presence of the jury.” 

The jury was excused until the attor- 
neys could adjust their differences, 


Attorneys in Clash. 


After the jury had retired Mr. Hadley 
informed the Court that the witness 
was trying to evade his questions and 
conceal the facts regarding Farris’ bank 
deposit.

REFUGEES’ WELCOME

No Danger of Spread of Yellow Fever Epidemic Here, | 
Thev Say, and City Would Profit by 
Showing Hospitality. 


City officials, business and profession- 
al men and the heads of commercial 
Organizations Friday expressed them- 
selves as in hearty accord with the 
Post-Dispatch suggestion to extend a 
general welcome to refugees from the 
South. 

Some of the expressions 
follow: 

Hamilton A. Forman, Acting Mayor 
in the absence of Mayor Wells: 

“I think the movement commendable, 
as long as it is in co-operation with 
the Board of Health. The first consid- 
eration should be the protection of the 
health of the city and State. Then a 
helping hand can be extended to per- 
sons driven from their homes in the 
South.”’ 

Fred G. Zeitbig, President of the 
Real Estate Exchange: Personally—and 
I think I represent the sentiment of a 
great majority of the members of the 
exchange and of real estate owners—I 


am in favor of extending the broadest 
huspitality to refugees from the South. 


Urge Permanent Residence. 


There is ainple room in 8t. Louis for 
retugees and other visitors, and all who 
want to come should be warmly wel- 
comed. If they want to stay tempo- 
rarily they should be given every hos- 

itable treatment; and if they can be 
nduced to remain permanently they 
should be given every encouragement 
to do so. 

It is probable that a special meet- 
itg of the exchange will be called to 
discuss the question and take action. 

L. D. Kingsland, President St. Louis 
Muanulacturers’ Association: I am in 
favor of welcomin “verybody who 
wants to come to St. Louis, from the 
Scuth or elsewhere, and either tempo- 
rarily or ermanently. It would be 
easy enough to take all necessary pre- 
cautions, and there would be no more 
danger than from a few smallpox pa- 
tients. 

The hospitality of St. Louis to South- 
erners during the terrible epidemic of 
1878 repaid the city many fold, and hos- 
at in this case will repay it equally 
well. 

l «xpect to call a meeting of the as- 
sociation next week, when we shall 
probably discuss this question. 

. A. Hopkina, Vice-President of 
Louls Medical Society: ‘I be- 
the mosquito theory of the 
transmission of yellow fever.

Clean City—Invite Refugees, 

0. L. Teichman, President Mer- 
chants’ Exchange: “The paramount 
consideration, of course, is the health 
of the city; we do not want to make 
a pesthouse of it. But neither do we 
want to go to the other extrme and deny 
hospitality to noninfected persons who 
are seeking a refuge. 

‘“Creanliness of the city. carful sani- 
tation and other precautionary meas- 
ures would put us in a position to ex- 
tend a general invitation to refugees 
without endangering our own health, 
and I believe that is the course we 
should take. 

“Past experiences have shown that 
there is little danger to St. Louis from 
yelow fever. The present situation in 
New Orleans, if compared with previous 
situations, can hardly be called an epi- 
demic; and it would be manifestly un- 
fair for us to go further than necessary 
for our own protection in putting a wall 
around St. Louis. Under proper condi- 
tions, I am heartily in favor of extend- 
ing hospitality to all healthy persons 
who want to come to us ftom the 
South.”’ 

Corwin H. Spencer: In the present 
status of the yellow fever situation, 1 
do not think the local health authorities 
should take drasilc measures, They 
should guard the health of the city, but 
we should be generous and welcome the 
refugees who are not Infected. 

There are many things which closely 
connect St. L.ouls and the South, and 1 
feel we should treat Southerners gen- 
erously. I think the experience of 1873 
proved that St. Louis is not a field for 
a yellow fever epidemic. I had occa- 
sion during thut year to study the sit- 
uation closely, and am sure with rea- 
sonable precautions there is no danger 
frum the disease here. 


Quarantine Unnecessary. 


Charlies W. Francis, Chief of the 
sanitary division of the Health Depart- 
minent: I consider the quarantine of the 
State Board of Health unnecessary ani 
not calculated to do any good. 

The State Board has no means of en- 
forcing its edict. It has no staff of in- 
spectors and no corps of physicians. So 
far as I know it has no means for put- 
ting in force a general quarantine. 

Dr. Snodgrass and Dr. Merrill of the 
St. Louis oard of Health did not, | 
understand, favor a general quarantine. 
It should be local and individual. The 
passengers cn trains arriving from the 
South ought to be examined and any 
who show symptoms of fever should be 
detained and the others permittes to 
pass. 

The quarantine order will keep trade 
out* of St. Louis. Refugees cannot be 
kept out of the State. If a train is 
stopped at the border and yellow fever 
found on it. what will the State board 
do with the victims? They will have to 
be brought on to St. Louis anyway, be- 
cause we are best prepared to handle 
the disease here. 

During the enidemic of 1878 I was 
Health Commissioner of St. Louis. There 
was a general quarantine order then, 
but I paid no attention to it. There 
was ten times as much yellow fever 
then, and it was spread over five times 
as much territory, but we went ahead 
and did the best we could. There were 
a few causes here, but it amounted to 
nothing, The disease cannot flourish 
ere, 

Speaking as an individual, I would 
say that it is unwise to try to quaran 
fine the State against refugees.

: our complex civilization, in scores 
of overlooked conditions and circum- 
Stances, the art of salesmanship be- 
comes as hopelessly lost as are the 
processes of putting a cutting edge 
upon a copper chisel. Some of the best 
types of the producer in the best lines 
of competition are hopeless failures be- 
cause of this lack of salesmanship in 
the highest sense. 

“We have made a success of manu- 
facturing bicycles for the British trade 
after it had cost us $25,000 in advertis- 
ing and experimentation,” said the man- 
ager of an Atnerican factory which 
now has a branch house in Liverpool. 
“We took hold of the wrong end of the 
proposition, determining that we would 
sell the American type of wheel to the 
Englishman. We were incensed that he 

anted the old mud guards that would 
not be tolerated here. It wag folly to 
us that the Englishman insisted upon 
the steel rim, when we knew wood was 
s0 much better. That our perfected hub 
brake should be overlooked in favor of 
the old rim brake operated from the 
handle bar was ridiculous. But after 
two years and the loss of many thou- 
sand dollars, we are making the Eng- 
lishman’s wheel just as the Englishman 
wants it, and our foreign trade in the 
bicycle has increased until branch es-

The section of the law adverted to in 
the verdict is as follows: 

“It shall be the duty of the person or 
persons having charge of the construc- 
tion building hereafter erected, 
to have the joists or girders of 
floor above the second, covered with 
scaffold boards or other suitable ma- 
terial, as the building progresses, 
to sufficiently protect the workmen 

“The planks are to guard against 
falling through such joists or g:rders 
and to protect workmen and others who 
may be under or below each floor from 
falling bricks, tools or other substances 
whereby accidents happen, injuries oc- 
cur and life and limb are endangered.”

This 
will allow the depository banks to se- 
cure the release of the United States 
bonds which are now held against pub- 
lic funds. The privilege of making the 
substitution became operative Aug. 1, 
and will continue until further notice 
The securities affected cover all the 
Philippine issues to date and the total 
amounts to about $13,500,000, of which 
$4,241,000 are now up to secure deposits, 
leaving $9,259,000 available for substitu- 
tion. The net results of this substitution 
should increase the national bank cir- 
culation $4,000,000 to $5,000,000, but in the 
face of the heavy demands indicated 
for the future this seems to be an ex- 
ceedingly small sum, and should have 
little if any general effect in the future 
condition of the money market and the 
keeping down of interest rates. Money 
presents all the appearances of working 
sharply higher in the near future. 


The Closing.

UPHOLDING LAW 


Decides in Stormy Session That 
Statutes, However Distaste- 
ful, Should Be Enforced. 


BALLOT IS THE REMEDY 


Laws and Not Officials Who 
Endeavor to Do Duty Should 
Be Censured. 


The Concordia Turnverein, Thirteenth 
and Arsenal streets, the largest turn- 
verein in St. Louis, after a .stormy 
meeting Thursday night, decided that it 
would not be good policy to send a dele- 
gate meeting be held by the 
Humboldt Turverein next week to pro- 
against the enforcement of the 
Sunday closing law. 

‘The Humboldt Turnverein, which the 
police prevented from having bper at a 
picnic in St. louis County last Sunday, 
has determined upon a meeting to pro- 
test against the enforcement of the law 
which the free and wunre- 
Strained use of beer on Sunday. 

At the Concordia meeting Thursday 
night several strong addresses were 
mad: Gov. Folk was denounced for his 
Strict enforcement of the law. and the 
police were claimed to be riding rough- 
over the rights of-.the people. 

These addresses stirred the Concordia 
Turners and there was a loud demand 
for the selection of a delegate to repre- 
sent the society at the meeting next 
week and to protest against the enforce- 
men of the law 

Carl Ungar, 2040 Victor street, one of 
the prominent members of the society 
and its former president, advised against 
this action, however, and after a con- 
vincing argument, brought a majority 
of the members to his view. 

“We would not better conditions,’’ Mr. 
Ungar said, ‘by such action. We should 
abide by the law, and tnstead of pro- 
testing against its enforcement, we 
should do all in our power to uphold it, 
more especially as we, as a society, are 
granted special privileges. The police 
must do their duty. We have always 
been treated courteously by the Excise 
Commissioner. It would be silly for us 
to take a stand against the enforcement 
of the law, no matter what the law is. 
When a law is on the statutes, it is 
there to be enforced. 

“We may not be satisfied with the 
laws, and perhaps would prefer that 
they should not be enforced, but as long 
as there is a disposition to enforce them 
upon the part of the officers of the 
State, we should not protest. The time 
to act is at elections. We can then ex- 
ert our influence and cast our votes in 
favor of the men who will do as we 
would like, but that is the onlyfway 


we can act. 

‘I protest sending a delegate 
the Humboldt meeting. We should 
be careful If that society has had z 
conflict with the officers, that is its own 
lookout, and we have nothing to do 
with it.”’
